That's what 
he wants to go back for. O, well, you say 
to me, ‘He may bea better man now,’ It’s 
not for me to say whether or not he is a 
better man.

THINGS AT NIGHT” | 
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ACTOR BECOMES INSANE AND Is 
SENT TO BELLEVUE. 


Son of Well-Known Leading Man Takes 
Father to Hospital, Where He Is 
Held for Examination — Mind Be- 
comes Deranged at Lambs’ Club—At- 
tack on Jews in Theater and Abuse 
of Ferryboat Passengers Lead to 
Confinement, 


New York, March 20.— [Special. I- Maurice 
Barrymore, known to all the matinée girls 
and theater-goers generally, one of the most 
conspicuous of leading men for many years, 
became suddenly insane on Thursday even- 
ing, and, after an interval in which he ap- 
peared sane, became again erratic this Art- 
ernoon at the Lambs’ club, Late in the 
day he was taken from there to the pavilion 


Reports that the actor’s mind was failing 
have been in circulation from time to time 
for several months, but in each instance 
they were denied. It has been known, how- 
ever, among his friends that Mr. ‘Barrymore 
was suffering from some nervous disease 
which was encroaching upen his intellect. 
He has not filled any important engagement 
in his profession recently. He has been 
active, however, in the interest of the White 
Rats, and in the last week he has been giv- 
ing a monologue entertainment at the Lion 
Palace, One Hundred and Tenth street and 
Broadway, which is being run by that or- 
ganization. 

Makes Attack on Jews. 

On Thursday night Mr. Barrymore suc- 
ceeded more in shocking than in entertaining 
the audience by a blasphemous attack on the 
Jews. The audience sat silent, unable to 
understand this new kind, of entertainment, 
while Barrymore worked himself up to such 
an emotional pitch that tears rolled down his 
face. 

He was allowed to leave without being 
placed under restraint, and in an hour 
or so later he shocked and angered the pas- 
sengers on the Fort Lee ferry-house at the 
foot of One Hundred and Thirtieth street by 
reviling.them. Some of the women with their 
escorts left the ferry-house and staid outside 
in the March wind: Others of the waiting 
passengers remained in the house. A police- 
man refused to arrest him, seeing he was in 
care of his coachman and on his way home. 
On the ferryboat, however, Mr. Barrymore 
got into a wrangle with a man from Engle- 
wood and on reaching the Jersey side he was 
driven as quickly as possible to his home in 
Coytesville. 

Son Has Father Committed. 

Early this afternoon an order for his com- 
mitment to Bellevue Hospital was obtained 
from Magistrate Mott in the Yorkville police 
court, and he was driven from the Lamb's 
club in a carriage to Bellevue. His son ac- 
companied him. He will be kept under ob- 
servation for a day or two and will then be 
examined by Drs. Stewart and Abbott. 

Maurice Barrymore has been popular and 
successful on the stage. He is an English- 
man by birth and a graduate of Cambridge 
University. Before going upon the stage he 
took up the law as a profession. He has 
been an amateur boxer, and has one of the 
Marquis of Queensberry cups as a prize. 
His first theatrical appearance in this city 
was at the Fifth Avenue Theater. His first 
American appearance was in Boston in 1875. 


MRS. KERFOOT CALLS POLICE. 


Controller’s Wife Annoyed by Two 
Loan Sharks Who Wait for 
Her Husband. 


We will wait here all night for Mr. Ker- 
foot, as we are determined to serve these pa- 
pers on him.“ said two loan sharks when 
they appeared last night at the house of 
William D. Kerfoot, City Controller, who 
lives at 127 Astor street.

IDENTIFIED BY THE POLICE 


Twice last night burglars tried to enter the 
Newberry Building, 141-148. East Ontario 
street, and the second attempt resulted in 
the killing of Cornelius Dougherty by Private 
Watchman Frank J. Kelly. Dougherty, the 
police say, was a well-known thief. He died 
in the East Chicago avenue patrol wagon 
while being taken to the County Jail Hos- 
pital. His three companions escaped. Kel- 
ley was held by the police. : 

Dougherty was shot twice. Staggering 
from the first bullet, he cried out to the 
watchman: 

„Don't hit me again, partner.“ 

The appeal was too late. As he spoke 
Kelley pulled the trigger and Dougherty 
fell, mortally wounded. 

About 8 o'clock Kelley found two men fp 
the alley in the rear of the building. They 
started to run as he entered the passageway 
and he fired two shots at them. One bullet, 
he thought, took effect, for, as the men ran 
west in Ontario street, the watchman could 
see that one was limping. Kelley followed 
them, but they made good their escape. He 
then notified the police, who searched the 
neighborhood, but failed to locate the men. 

Kelley returned to the building and found 
that the, thieves had attempted to pry open 
a widow on the first floor of the building 
occupied by he Derby Steam Laundry com- 


pany. On the ground below the window the. 


police found a bar which. the men had 
used in trying to fore an entrance. 

Prepares for Second Visit. 3 

After the police had lek the building Kel-⸗ 


ley, who has been employed atchman for 
six weeks, made a tour of the buflaing and 


fastened all the doors and windows. He 


also notified a friend, Joseph F. Taylor, 172 
Ontario street, a driver for the laundry com- 
pany, of the attempt that had been made and 
asked him to sleep in the building, saying 
that another call might be made by the men. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock Kelley took a po- 
sition in the dark alley where he could see 
without being seen. Within half an hour 
he says he saw four men cautiously enter 
the alley and walk past him to the rear of 
the building. As soon as they had gone by he 
crawled out and ran to the office, where he 
called up the police station by the telephone, 

Then, revolver in hand, he ran back to the 


alley. As he turned into the rear way one ok 


the men saw him and all four started to 
run. Kelley called to them to halt, but they 
did not heed the comand. Fearing, he says, 
that they would escape before the police ar- 
rived he raised his revolver and fired three 
times. At the first shot Dougherty called 
out: 


Don't hit me again, partner.” 


Dougherty Is Fatally Wounded. 


These were his last words. Kelley was in 
the act of firing again, and the second bullet 
struck Dougherty in the right temple. He. 
fell to the ground unconscious, 3 

As the last shot was fired Taylor ran 
around the corner of the building in the path 
of Kelley’s bullets. At the sound of the shot 
he dropped to the ground and for a time 
Kelley feared that his friend had been killed + 
also. 

The wagonload of police, with Sergeant 


James Swift, arrived just as the three com- 


panions of the wounded man disappeared 
west in Ontario street. The unconscious man 
was placed in the wagon and hurried to the 
County Jail Hospital. When the stretcher 
was taken from the wagon Dougherty was 
dead. His body was taken into the hospital, 
where it was found that he had been hit 
twice, once in the temple and once in the left 


thigh. 
Policeman Mullens Identifies Body. 
The body was placed in the patrol wagon. 


| again and taken to Gavin's undertaking es- 


tablishment, 226 North Clark street, where it 
was identified by Policeman Mullens of the 
East Chicago Avenue Station. 

Mullens said that Thomas Dougherty, for- 


merly a lieutenant in the Fire department, 


and Daniel Dougherty, formerly a mail car- 
rier, both now dead, were the man’s brothers. 
Dougherty lived for many years in Erie 
street, near Market, but his home recently 
had been in Lake View. The police tried last 
night to locate his parents, with whom they 
think he made his home. . 


Regrets His Aim Was True. 

Kelley was arrested and held at the police 
sation pending the verdict of the Coroner's 
jury. He said last night: 

“ I feel sure that it was the same gang that 
came earlier in the evening. lam sorry that 
I killed ‘the man, but I knew that they were 
burglars, and that they would escape before 
the police could get there. “a 

“There have been so many robberies at the 
building lately that I was employed to guard 
the property. I believe that the men f 
surprised twice tonight are the same gang 
or members of the gang that have broken 
into the place before. . 

“Their daring is shown by the fact they 
came here twice in one evening. Of course 
surprised them, but it was one against 
four, so I fired. I believe that if they had a 
chance they would have shot me.” 

The Newberry Building has been robbed 
several times within three months. 


Three weeks ago the Isabella Silk Shirt and 
Waist company, located on the fourth floor 
of the building, was entered by thieves who 
climbed up the fire escape, and carried away 
silks valued at $300.

The Drey- 
fus case has been disposed of and the army 
personnel practically reorganized, 


Blow at Religious Orders.

OBJECTIONS HAVE NO FORCE. ' 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—[Special. }— 
General Funston will be liberally and sub- 
stantially rewarded for his daring exploit 
resulting in the capture of Aguinaldo. This 
was the conclusion reached by the Presi- 
dent and his advisers at the Cabinet meeting 
toda 


y. 
Immediate action was not determined 
upon, but the discussion disclosed the fact 
that there was no disposition to deal harsh- 
ly with Aguinaldo, Nor to make a martyr of 
him by inflicting undue punishment. He 
will be permitted to take the oath of 
allegiance if he chooses, and induced to 
use his influence with his followers, with 
a view to securing the surrender of those 
who still resist the authority of the United 
States. But after he takes the oath he will 
not be released for some time. He may 
be sent to Guam or he may be allowed to 
remain in Manila under the surveillance of 
the military authorities. | 
What form the reward of General Funs- 
ton will take was not determined upon, but 
it is not belleved that the President will 
offet him anything less than a Brigadier 
Generalship in the regular army. 


Places Open for Funston. 


Under the new army law President McKin- 
ley can only appoint Funston to be a Lieuten- 
ant of the line, a Captain in one of the staff 
departments, or give him a commission as a 
Brigadier General or of a higher grade. 

Of course, it is out of the question to offer 
General Funston an appointment in either of 
the lower grades, especially as there is no 
disposition on the part of the President or 
Secretary of War to belittle his achievement. 
General MacArthur has recommended that 
Funston be made a Brigadier General in the 
regular establishment. This recommendation 
is str@hgthened by the indorsement of Gen- 
eral Wheaton. There are now two vacancies 
in this grade, and it is possible that Genera] 
Funston may be given one of them. 

Senator Burton and all the members of the 
Kansas delegation now in the city called on 
the President today and urged the appoint- 
ment of General Funston. 

Many officers of the regular army do not 
view with favor the proposition to put Gen- 
eral Funston in the regular army, with the 
rank of Brigadier General. They claim the 
appointment of General Funston, who is only 
35 years old, would block the promotion of 
officers below him. 

This claim does not hold good. Under the 
law the President can promote an officer 
from a Second Lieutenancy to be a general 
officer, with the rank of Lieutenant General, 
Major General, or Brigadier General. The 
President can even go further than this. If 
he desires he may appoint a civilian without 
‘military training to a Brigadier Generalcy 
or to either of the grades above that rank. 

If General Funston should be given the ap- 
pointment he will not block promotions, for 
it is within the power of the President to 
jump any officer over the head of another 
general officer. Funston will reach the vol- 
untary retirement age in 1928, which is only 
four years after General Leonard Wood re- 
tires. The Kansan. might become the Com- 
manding General of the army if appointed 
and if he is not jumped.“ But President 
McKinley’s successors would have it in their 
power to appoint other officers and jump 
them over Funston and thus avert blocking 
the promotion of any officer. 

This shows how flimsy are the claims of 
the regulars who do not like to see volun- 
teers enter the army. 


Funston’s Exploit Brilliant. 


„General Funston’s exploit was brilliant 
in conception and faultless in execution,” 
said Senator Fairbanks. ‘* We are all proud 
of the achievement of this plucky American. 
He deserves to be rewarded and I believe 
he will. What form this should take I am 
unable to say. He may be appointed in the 
regular army with high rank, and the thanks 
of Congress may be given him.”

The second was 
concluded yesterday, after possession of his 
person had been secured by means which 
may or may not reflect peculiar luster upon 
our arms, but which were at least quite 
consistent with our previous dealings with 
him and his people. Under the circum- 
stances he will Nkely fail to appreciate the 
moral grandeur of this nation, but, as he is

PEACE IN MANY PROVINCES. 


Philippine Commissioners Find Satis- 
factory Conditions in Basilan and 
Mindanao Islands. 


ZAMBOANGA, Island of Mindanao, March 
29.—The Philippine Commissioners arrived 
here today from Isabela, Island of Basilan. 
At Isabela they took the testimony of the 
marine garrison officers. The native condi- 
tior of Basilan is peaceful. One Dato con- 
trols. The Morros discourage schools and 
only the Chinese attend them. 

For a week the commission will remain 
here investigating and establishing civil gov- 
ernment. The provinces of Mindanao are 
now all pacified. The population is a con- 
glomerate of Morros, Filipinos, Chinese, and 
native tribesmen. Without doubt, the com- 
mission will organize the Province of Zam- 
boanga, but no decision has yet been reached 
regarding the other provinces of the island. 

From the natives and the military the com- 
mission met with a cordial reception.

Sixto Lopez Cables the Prisoner at Ma- 
nila to Request Permission to 
Come to America. 


Boston, Mass., March 29.—Sefior Sixto Lo- 
pez has sent the following cablegram to 
Aguinaldo: 

„ Aguinaldo, ‘care General MacArthur, 
Manila: Request American authorities to 
send you with Mabini to America.

Japanese Activity in China. 

TOKIO, March 29.—The newspapers here 
say it is proposed to relieve the Japanese 
troops in the Chinese Province of Pe-Chi-Li. 
by a force 50 per cent stronger. 

Although May is the usual month in which 
the relief of the force at Seoul takes place, 
the relief of the troops there will take place 
immediately. Three officers of the head- 
quarters staff will also proceed to Corea. 

These movements, with the usual activity 
at the arsenals, is taken to point to the adop- 
tion of a strong policy by Japan. 


British Troops Go to Tien Tsin. 
SHANGHAI, March 20.—A regiment

Coroner 
Feger yesterday made his report concern- 
ing the Doremus laundry boller explosion, in

‘NOTED FENIAN 18 DEAD. 


JAMES STEPHENS, IRISH LEADER, 
EXPIRES AT DUBLIN. 


Was One of the Most Active of the Men 
Who Fomented the Rebellion of 1848 
and Was Wounded and Left for Dead 
ut the Battle of Ballingarry—Lived 
Many Years in Exile and Later Years 
Were Lived in Poverty Until Friends 


Came to His Assistance. 7 


[Special Cable to The Tribune. } 

LONDON, March 29.—James Stephens, the 
noted Fenian leader, died in Dublin this 
-morning. 

The funeral will take place on Sunday. The 
remains will be interred in Glasnevin Ceme- 
tery, where Charles Stewart Parnell is buried. 
It is expected that the Nationalists will take 
advantage of the occasion to make a big 
demonstration. Mr. John Redmond has tele- 
graphed to Mr. Stephens’ relatives in behalf 
of the Irish parliamentary party, expressing 
his profound sorrow for the decease of the 
heroic old Fenian chief. 

— 


James Stephens, called the Head Center 
of Benianism,” was associated with the pop- 
ular Irish cause from his boyhood. He was 
born in Kilkenny, Ireland, in 1824, and while 
a youth he formed the views and prejudices 
which later brought him into prominence 
as a leader of the Young Ireland party. 

Stephens was one of the most active in 
fomenting the rebellion of 1848, and in the 
fight at Ballingarry on June 29, 1848, he was 
severely wounded and left for dead on the 
field. He made his escape from Ireland to 
France after wandering through the moun- 
tains for several months disguised as a wom- 
an. 

Fenianism grew, under the guidance of 
Stephens and his lieutenants, to be a formi- 
dable conspiracy. It became remarkably 
strong in numbers and in wealth and created 
alarm in England. In 1886 when Stephens 
visited America he boasted that the receipts 
from this country were $150,000 a month. On 
the occasion of a previous visit to the Unit- 
ed States in 1858 Stephens said that the 
Fenian army was 70,000 strong. 

Stephens proclaimed his lack of faith in 
the home rule policy of Parnell and other 
Irish leaders of that day, and reiterated his 
conviction that the hope of the Irish people 
lay in absolute separation from England. 

Shortly after making this public declara- 
tion Stephens was expelled from France 
and went to live in Belgium. He devoted 
himself to literary pursuits for several years, 
when his strength and health failed and 
he became an invalid. Poverty came upon 
him, and in 1885 he was reported destitute 
and dying, The report resulted in a move- 
ment being started for the collection of a 
fund for his relief to which Irishmen all 
over the world contributed. 


FENIAN LEADER IN CHICAGO. 


Captain P. W. Dinne Tells of Operations 
of James Stephens in the 
United States. 


Captain Patrick W. Dunne, father of oti 
Edward F. Dunne, yesterday recalled the 
visit of James Stephens to America in the 
early "60s, when his mission was to seek the 
aid of hig countrymen in overthrowing Brit- 
ish rule in Ireland. On that occasion, Cap- 
tain Dunne entertained the revolutionist 
when he came to Chicago to attend the Irish 
national fair. 

„We had arranged to have our fair in 
Bryan’s Hall, which at that time was the 
largest building in the down-town district,“ 
said Captain Dunne, when the Catholic 
Church opposed the end which we sought 
to attain. While we were severely censured, 
there was one man, a quiet, unassuming 
sort of a fellow with a full beard and a 
prominent forehead and thick brown hair, 
who walked about and heard everything but 
had nothing to say. This man was James 
Stephens. He staid in Chicago for more 
than a week and then, with a few friends, 
we visited Peoria, St. Louis, and other cities 
and finally went out Into the fields with the 
union army, in the ranks of which we had 
thousands of Irishmen who were there to 
learn the science of war. 

“At that time I was in business in Peoria 
with John W. Fuller, who, although Amer- 
ican born, was as much in sympathy with 
our cause as though he were a native Irish- 
man. Our national fair raised thousands 
of dollars for our cause, and every night 
the hall was packed. Then Stephens went 
back to Ireland and Fuller and I were to take 


“Mr. Fuller. his wife, and I left for Ire- 
land in 1863. It became known to the officers 
of the crown that Fuller was an American 
citizen, and for this reason they were one 
to arrest — he was suspected, th

BURLINGTON GOES 70.178 


ADVANCE DUE TO FURTHER COM- 
BINE RUMORS. 


Report Says the d,“ Great Northern, 
and Northern Pacific Consolidation 
Plan Is Ready for Stockholders—Be- 
liet in Some Quarters New York 

’ Fimancters Are Not So Deeply Inter- 
ested in Supposed Deals as Report- 
ed, but Are Unloading. 


Burlington stock had another boom yes- 
terday, going from 169 to 175. The rise, it 
was said, was due te inside information that 
the proposed consolidation of the Burling- 


‘ton, Great Northern, and Northern Pacific 


had reached a final stage. The long delayed 
plan, it was declared, was ready for sub- 
mission to the Burlington stockholders. The 
plan is said to provide for the purchase of 
the Burlington stock at ‘187% in 3% per cent 
guaranteed bonds, or 180 in cash. Another 
report was that the stockholders would be 
guaranteed 7 per cent dividends. Nothing 
could be learned regarding the matter at the 
Burlington offices in this city. Some of the 
officials are inclined to think the proposed 
Hill deal will fail. 

The uninterrupted boom in railway stocks 
on alleged consolidation and combination 
schemes has created the impression among 
some qt the best posted railway officials here 
that the big New York and other moneyed 
interests are not nearly so much interested 
in the alleged schemes as they are trying to 
let the public believe. It looks rather sus- 
picious to these men that the Morgan-Har- 
riman-HfHII- Rockefeller combination should 
be instrumental in boosting up, railroad 
stocks which they are said to be trying to 
buy far above their intrinsic value. If they 
were really buying the stock for investment, 
it is argued, they would makeevery effort to 
get them as cheap as possible or go to the 
principal stockholders and quietly buy their 
holdings, as was done in the cases of the 
Alton and Union and Southern Pacific, which 
deals were completed before the public was 
given the news. The impression is gaining 
ground every day that the big financial in- 
terests are taking advantage of the present 
buoyant feeling to unload much of the high- 
priced stock and then get out from under 
and let the collapse come. They then expect. 
to get the stock back at much lower prices. 
It is generally admitted that the present 
prices of most stocks are far above their 
intrinsic value. 


Line Misses Many Towns. 

The new Peoria line of the Northwestern 
will open up some new agricultural land and 
furnish opportunity for town building be- 
tween Peoria ang nn: in Lee County, 
III., where it inte! s the main line of the 
Northwestern. Throughout the entire line 
of eighty-five miles the right of way touches 
none of the well known towns in four or 
five counties through which it passes. The 
road runs a half mile east of Stone's Station, 
in Lee County, and passes half way between 
Deer Grove in Whiteside County and Walnut 
in Bureau County. Buda is a good town 
but the road leaves it to theeast. Lombard- 
ville is left to the west, and it avoids Edel- 
stein in Peoria County by a mile and a half. 
Dunlap is left to the north, the road touch- 
ing the Kickapoo Valley at Pottstown. 
Further on it makes a circle and enters Peo- 
ria from the south. The line will be com- 
pleted this year. 

Northwestern Accused of Rate Cutting. 


Charges of rate cutting on transcontinental 
passenger business have been preferred by 
the Santa Fé against the Northwestern. It 
is alleged that for a party of 100 persons 
going from Providence to Honolulu the 
Northwestern road made a rate of about $56 
from Providence to San Francisco. The 
tariff rate is $68. The Northwestern’s reply 
is that the through rate to Honolulu was 
made by the initial line, the Boston and Al- 
bany, and as the business was to a trans- 
Pacific point it did not come under the juris- 
diction of the Transcontinental association.

His Undoing in a Boy- 
hood Discovery. 


SCHEME TO AGE COINS. 


Captain Porter Recognizes Work 
of Henry Rocke and Two 
Nen Go to Jail. 


TAKEN ATBREAKFASTTABLE 


Fifteen years ago, when he was 15 years 
old, Henry Racke discovered a chemical 
preparation for giving new counterfeit coins 
the appearance of age. His ingenuity came 
to the notice of Captain Porter, then new in 
the secret service. Yesterday Racke was 
arrested, That same chemical preparation, 
which had made him a dangerous counter- 
feiter, accomplished his undoing. 

Racke was captured in a house at 309 West 


Kinate street. With him was taken Charles 


Brickwell. A counterfeiting plant was found 
in the house. The two men admitted their 
guilt and later were held to the federal grand 
jury in bonds of $1,000 each. 

Complaints have been made during the last 
year that many bogus coins of small denom- 
ination were in circulation throughout the 
city, particularly on the West Side. Grocers 
and saloonkeepers called on the secret serv- 
ice officers several times a week and turned 
over some of the bad money. As each of these 
coins was presented Captain Porter re- 
marked: 

That's Racke.”’ 

He had met with the samé styte of coins 
before. In 1886 he had trouble in finding 
the maker of certain half dollars, quarters, 
and dimes All these coins had a worn look 
and were readily accepted by merchants. 
Racke, then a boy, was ed ing 
the money and the circulation of coin 


stopped. 

The government agents had heard nothing 
of Racke since his first arrest, and they 
started to look for him. Secret Sercive Op- 
erative Gallaher watched carefully in the 
neighborhood where most coins were found, 
and at last traced them to a house at 300 
A warrant was pro- 
cured and, with Captain Porter and Deputy 
Marshal Cass, he went there yesterday morn- 
ing 

Racke was eating breakfast when Cap- 
tain Porter entered. When the secret serv- 
ice agent said, *‘ Hello, Racke,”’ he looked 
surprised. Captain Porter looked at the 
man's fingers, saw that they were black 
from the use of a chemical mixture, and said:

TRY TO TAX ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 


Iroquois and Ford County Boards of Re- 
view: Assess Stocks Owned by 


Kankakee, III., March 20,—[Special.]—The 
question as to whether stock of the Illinois 
Central railroad is subject to county taxes 
is an issue in Iroquois and Ford Counties. 
It is now under advisement by Judge 
Hilsgher, in the Iroquois County Circuit 
Court. Whatever his decision, the matter 
is likely to reach the Supreme Court before 
it rests. In Ford County it has been tem- 
porarily settled by stipulation. 

In Iroquois County the case is between 
the county and the A. Goodell & Sons’ com- 
pany, Loda bankers, who are owners of 100 
shares of stock. The firm claims that under 
the charter of the road, by which it pays 7 
per cent of its gross earnings to the State, its 
stock, as well as its right of way, etc., is 
exempt from taxation. The Board of Re- 
view took an opposite, stand, and the stock 
held by the firm was assessed with other 
property. 

In Ford County the same question lies be- 
tween the county and the Paxton Bank. In 
this case the bankers entered into a stipu- 
lation with the State's Attorney by which 
the firm agreed to deposit $288.88, the amount 
of taxes claimed on $17,000 worth of stock, to 
be held in escrow by the Treasurer till the 
matter should be decided by the State Su- 

reme Court. 

The question is important, as it affects 
every holder of the road’s stock in the State, 
and much of it is distributed among em- 
ployés.

CAN COMPEL VACCINATION 


BOARD OF EDUCATION UPHELD BY 
JUDGE DUNNE. 


Makes No Ruling in Tracy Mandamus 
Case, but Announces What It Will 
Be—Under Present Conditions School 
Rule Is Indorsed — Health Officials 
Testify That Smallpox Is Still Bpi- 
demic-Opportune Case Aids Phy- 
sicians, 


Judge Dunne decided yesterday that under 
present conditions the Board of Education 
could compel school children to be vaccinated 
or remain away from school. 

The occasion was the final hearing of the 
mandamus proceedings brought by J. P. 
Tracy, 2708 Winchester avenue, to compel 
the school authorities to admit his children 
to the schools in spite of the fact that they 
were not vaccinated. Judge Dunne did not 
enter the order, but announced what his 
decision would be. The eldest of the chil- 
dren, Floy Tracy, suffers from heart trouble, 
and were it not for this phase of the case 
the final order would be entered immediately. 
Judge Dunne upheld the contention of the 
school authorities that they had a right to 
compel vaccination. 

In the case of Floy a physician will report 
whether vaccination would be dangerous. 
If so, the child can attend school unvac- 
cinated. The others cannot. 

Judge Dunne on a previous hearing ruled 
that the Board of Education must show that 
an emergency existed in order to deny any 
children the privileges of the schools for 
reasons of health. This was done yesterday 
on the testimony of the city health officials, 


who declared smallpox still is epidemic in 


Chicago. 
The last case we have examined was a 


milkman who had visited 145 houses deliver- 
ing milk.“ sald Assistant Commissioner Her- 
man Spalding on the witness stand. “It 
shows that the epidemic still is in the city. 
We have had eight cases this week. It is 
not, however, what might be called a serious 
epidemic, nor do I think there is danger of 
it assuming alarming proportions, but the 
precautions should not be abolished.” 

** Smallpox is as prevalent in Chicago to- 
day as it was any time during the winter,” 
said Commissioner Reynolds. 

Superintendent Cooley and President Har- 
ris of the Board of Education testified to 
reasons for issuing the order and the method 
of enforcing it. 

George Smith, who has been living at a 
lodging-house at 321 Clark street, entered 
the Health department office while the Tracy 
case was being heard and was found to have 
the smallpox. His opportune arrival gave 
the physicians a good chance to clinch their 
point before the court.

Memphis, Tenn., March 29.—[Special.]— 
There was no meeting of the horsemen here 
teday. Vice President Hayes came over 
from Little Rock this morning and conferred 
with President Scoggin and it was decided to 
wait till after the meeting of the stewards 
of the Western Jockey club in Chicago next 
Monday before taking any further action 
towards the new turf governing body. 

A big petition signed by nearly every 
horseman in the West will be laid before 
the Jockey club on Monday asking that the 
outlaw rule be rescinded.

No Law in 
There is no law in force anywhere in 


America that ftequirés .eitier phystrian, 


undertaker, or embalmer to employ any 
Specific means to decide that life has left 
the body before it is placed on the ice, 
embalmed, buried, cremated, or submitted 
to autopsy. As a rule, the appearances of 
death are accepted as conclusive. This 
laxity is not astonishing when it is con- 
sidered that no special instruction upon 
death counterfeits and the dangers that 
may occur from mistaking apparent 
death for actual death, is given in any 
medical school in our country: Conse- 
quently the medical profession is not 
specially en their guard against these dan- 
gers. Young physicians go out upon their 
careers knowing scarcely anything about 
these matters, and even old practitioners 
sometimes declare that they have never seen 
a caee of apparent death. 

In the absence of protective laws, which 
long experience in the old world has proved 
to be necessary, it is possible for a physician 
to give a certification of death to any one, 
without his knowing anything about the 
case, whether there was actually a case 
of death or not, or whether it was a case of 
homicide, contagion, poisoning, or malprac- 
tice. He need not see the body he certifies 
as dead. Thus the door is left open to crimes, 
dangerous ftrregularities, combinations of 
doctors, undertakers, clergymen, and mid- 
wives, in the interest of impatient heirs, 
Ute insurance companies, or . criminal 
abortionists. A lethargie dose may be 
given, embalming done without the knowil- 
edge of the attending physician, and if an 
autopsy be undertaken in the interests of 
science or justice, the chemicals employed 
in the operation would disguise the poison, 
and render it impossible to establish the 
guilt or innocence of the parties accused. 
It is significant that between 1858 and 1892 
not a single case of murder by poisoning 
was tried in New York City. 


What Laws Should Be Made. 


Protective laws in the United States should 
embody the following provisions—namely: 

1. To determine if a body be dead in order 
that no one shall be placed on ice, embalmed, 
autopsied, buried, or cremated who is ap- 
parently dead. 

2. To prohibit any operations upon the 
body that might cause pain, efface import- 
ant appearances, or add deceptive ones, 
without ‘the permission of the attending 
physician or Coroner. 

8. The identification of the body; registra- 
tion of a certificate of verified death, giving 
proofs of dissolution found on a personal ex- 
amination of the body, by a qualified

Measures for Protection.

SEEK COAL DEPOTS FOR NAVY. 


State and Navy Departments Pushing 
Work of Establishing Stations 
Around the World. 


Washington, D. C., March 29.—[Special.}— 
The State department and the Navy depart- 
ment have been engaged for some time in 
preparing to carry out a policy under con- 
sideration for a number of years, but not 
actively entered.on until after the Spanish- 
American war, of establishing a chain of 
United States coaling stations around the 
world. It is understood that negotiations are 
in progress for the acquirement of a station 
in the Azores from Portugal and of one on 
the Island of Curacoa, just off the coast of 
Venezuela, from Holland. 

There is reason to believe also that com- 
munications have heen exchanged with 
other governments to secure available 
places, strategically distributed, to be used 
by the American navy for coal depots. The 
negotiations with Ecuador looking to the 
transfer of the Galapagos Islands to the 
United States have not been dropped. In all 
these individual cases the State department 
is endeavoring to acquire sovereignty over 
the area desired, and not the mere right to 
occupy them. 

Meanwhile the two departments have been 
successful in securing undisputed title to two 
coal depots in féreign countries, but without 
the right of sovereignty. These are at Yoko- 
hama, Japan, and Pitcher Lake, near La 
Paz, Mexico. 

The government would like to secure a site 
for a coal depot on the north coast of China, 
but it is restrained from taking any active 
steps in that direction on account of the sus- 
picion with which the powers view attempts 
by any nation to acquire privileges in that 
country.

Norwegian Steamer Krim, Schooner 
Florene, and British Auxiliary 
Bark Severn Missing. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 29.—The Norwe- 
gian steamer Krim, the schooner Florene, 
and the British auxiliary bark Severn have 
been given up for lost. The crews of these 
veseeis aggregate fifty-four men, and all 
are believed to have been drowned. 

The Krim, Captain Irjues, sailed from 
this port on Jan. 25 for Vera Cruz with a 
cargo of 2,200 tons of coal. Under ordinary 
conditions it should have reached its desti- 
nation in ten days.

Support Proposed Boys’ Home. 

The bill introduced by Representative 
Scrogin providing that a State home de 
provided for delinquent boys has the ap- 
proval of the Chicago people who are lead- 
Ing the juvenile reform movement. The bill 
was prepared by Harvey B. Hurd at the 
suggestion of Mrs. Lucy L. Flower, who 
contends that the bridewell is not a proper 
place to put boys who are unmanageable or 
who have committed some petty offense. 
The Pontiac reformatory requires that a 
boy be conyicted of some crime. The pa- 
rental home is not intended for boys who 
need reformatory measures. The three in- 
stitutions, Mrs. Flower says, will still oc- 
cupy their places, but the new home would 


take care of a large number of delinquent 


boys in just the way that is needed.

Measure Approved by Teachers. 

The bill providing a pension fund for the 
teachers of Chicago, introduced by Repre- 
sentative Moran, is in high favor with the 
teachers of the city so far as the principle 
goes. The bill providés that one-half of all 
moneys received by the city from persons or 
corporations owning or operating street rail- 
ways, from license fees and from compensa- 
tions for ordinances or contract rights, the 
aggregate of money so set apart not to ex- 
ceed $200,000 in any one year, be set apart 
for a pension fund for the teachers and 
school employés.

DR. BOYD BOWS TO WISH 
CHAPEL MEMBERS. 


Pastor of the Presbyterian Church 
Says That Petition of Protest Will 
Be Heeded and the Extracts from the 
Episcopal Ritual Which Threatened 
to Cause a Split Will Be Dropped— 
Charge In Made That Many Signers : 
Were Children. 


The prayer book will go out of the a 
Street Presbyterian Chapel, Evanston, and 
peace will enter, said Dr. John H. Boyd, the. 
pastor, last night. And one of the objecting 
parishioners remarked that the exit and en- 
trance must be prompt or some other church 
would gain twenty-five members and Dr. 
Boyd would lose as many of his flock. 

Some time ago the chapel members who 
opposed the use of the Episcopal prayer book 
and part of that church's communion ritual 
presented a petition asking that these ob- 
jectionable parts of the service be done away 
with. This petition, ignored at first, will be 
granted, according to Dr. Boyd. He added 
that it was not the policy of the church to 
force on its members a service which they 
did not like. 

Leading members of Dr. Boyd's church, 
the First Presbyterian, say of the petition, 
which was presented by William Wilson, the 
President of the Christian Endeavor society, 
that it was in the main made up of the signa- 
tures of children, and that he had the sup- 
port of only a few of the adult members of 
the church. They add that the disaffection 
is confined strictly to the chapel. 

Prayer That Caused Discord. 

The extract from the Episcopal prayer book 
which caused so many of the chapel congre- 
gation to threaten to withdraw is read every 
Sunday morning by Dr. Boyd while conduct- 
ing the communion service at the church. 


It is as follows: 

Dearly beloved brethren, the scripture moveth 
us In sundry places to acknowledge and confess 
our manifold sins and wickedness; and that we 
should not dissemble nor cloak them before the 
face of Almighty God our heavenly father, but 
confess them with an humble, lowly, penitent, and 
obedient heart; to the end that we may obtain for- 
giveness of the same, by his infinite goodness and 
mercy. And although we ought at all times hum- 
bly to acknowledge our sins before God, yet ought 
we chiefly so to do, when we assemble and meet 
together to render thanks for the great benefits 
that we have received at his hands to set forth 
his most worthy praise, to hear his most holy 
word, and to ask those things which are requisite 
and necessary, as well for the body as the soul. 
Wherefore, I pray and beseech you, as many

STUDENTS IN HOT BATTLE 


CLASS FIGHT AT ANN ARBOR IS 
WON BY THE SHERIFF. 


Two Freshmen in Jail After a Des- 
perate Fight for Possession of a 
Hall—Sophomoeores, Whose Smoker 
Is Broken Up, Seek Revenge by 
Shearing the Heads of the First- 
Year Youths—Many Local Officers 
and Scholars Bruised in Combat.

Ann Arbor, Mich., March 29.—[Special.]}— 
Two freshmen are in the county jail, while 
dozens of their fellow-classmen, sophomores, 
and local peace officials are bruised and in- 
jured as a result of a serious clash this 


evening. 

The sophomores, or the small detachment 
left to guard a down-town hall where they 
were to hold a smoker tonight, were routed 
after a sharp mixup and fled through win- 
dows. The Sheriff and Marshal, with depu- 
ties, at first were in danger of defeat, but 
with reinforcements they dispersed the first 
year men. 

The sophomores tonight are out for re- 
venge and several of the freshmen have 
been shorn of their hair, and their opponents 
threaten to continue the tonsorial work until 
every first year man in the university has 
been operated upon. 


Besiege the Sophomore Hall. 

The members of the class of 1904 decided 
tonight to gain possession of the supplies 
provided for the smoker. Early in the even- 
ing a crowd of freshmen besieged the bulld- 
ing where the hall is located and battered 
in the door, expecting to find the place 
empty and to hold a smoker of their own 
there, instead of the lawful lessees. When 
the door gave way a guard, comprising the 
huskiest men of 1903 blocked the way. They 
were armed with cord wood, clubs, and 
eggs, and for the next five minutes the air 
was filled with flying projectiles. Finally 
the sophomores began to weaken and slide 
down a telegraph pole near a rear window. 

As the freshmen were preparing to carry 
everything in a last rush the Sheriff and 
Marshal appeared on the scene with a co- 
hort of deputies armed with billies. But 
matters had gone too far for peaceable re- 
dress, and both officers and their assistants 
were roughly handled by the frantic fresh- 
men. The arrival of reinforcements, how- 
ever, made the battle a more even one. 

Several times the students were warned 
te disperse, but their blood was up. The 
missiles grew more numerous. At last a 
burly deputy succeeded in snapping hand- 
cuffs on two of the most obstreperous 
youths, and they were led to the jail, fol- 
lowed by a swarm of classmates. 


Sheriff Expects More Trouble. 

Sheriff Gillen, a veteran student handler, 
avers that the evening’s encounter was the 
sharpest since he has had dealings with the 
collegians at the university. “* I expect more 
trouble from the class of 1904,“ said Sheriff 
Gillen after the fray. “ The members are a 
nervy lot and have ‘ roughhouse instincts.” 

A number of injured persons were carried 
away by both factions, but no serious 
wounds resulted. At the breaking up of the 
smoker 100 sophomores started out after 
freshmen’s hair as a revenge for their hu- 
miliation. They were led by several promi- 
nent football men and they swear they will 
shear the head of every freshman in col- 
lege. In consequence two first year men 
were run down at the Sigma Phi fraternity 
house and shorn of their locks and their 
pursuers passed on to new victims, 


CHILDREN CALL ON SWENIE.

Still Hopeful of Recognition. 

The statement issued by the general com- 
mittee, after reciting the manner of its ap- 
pointment and telling of the efforts made 
to secure a joint conference and telling of 
the trip to New York and the promises made 
by the operators, says: 

In consideration of the vast interests 
involved and in view of the fact that at 
least partial recognition of our organization 
has been secured, and with the hope that 
a greater degree of justice will be obtained 
in the not distant future, your committee, to 
which was delegated the power and author- 
ity to determine whether work should cease 
or continue after April 1, would respectfully 
recommend that work be continued and that 
committees be selected at each mine, col- 
liery, stripping, and washery and instructed 
to wait upon the mine superintendent or 
other person in authority, and in a respect- 
ful, conservative, fearless, and able man- 
nei present any grievances, either as to 
prices or conditions of employment, that 
the mine workers may have and ask that 
such grievances be adjusted. . 

„In any locality or district where there 
is a group of mines operated by the same 
company, and where grievances are similar 
in character and prevail at each of the col- — 
lieries, we would recommend that the com- 
mittees from said group of collieries meet 
together and jointly tabulate, agree upon, 
and present their grievances to the general 
superintendents or managers in order that 
remedies may be applied to all alike. 

„We would further recommend and urge 
upon mine workers everywhere to refrain 
from engaging in local strikes except when 
authorized by the district Presidents in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and laws of 
the national and district organizations. If 
this policy is adhered to we believe that the 
work of our organization to establish humane 
and progressive methods of adjusting wage 
differences will be much facilitated.” 


PUSH BILL FOR ART PALACE. 


Commercial Association Perfects Plans 
to Cause Passage of Lake Front Bill 


Pending in Legislature. 


Members of the Chicago Commercial asso- 
ciation met yesterday and perfected plans 
to bring about the passage of the bill now 
before the Assembly granting to the city 
the right to permit the erection of a Palace 
of Arts on the lake front. 

Announcement was made that the Board 
of Directors of the Art Institute would lend 
their support to the movement provided the 
additional land desired by that institution 
was set apart. 

An amendment to the bill about to pass 
which gives to the South Park Commission- 
ers the jurisdiction over the entire lake front 
will be asked. The amendment will be to 
the effect that the land extending from the 
Illinois Central tracks to the lake and from 
Jackson boulevard to Monroe street be net 
included in the grant to the Park Commis- 
sioners. If the amendment should fall and 
the land should be given over to the Park 
Commissioners the Commercial association 
and the Art Institute would be compelled to 
ask from them the right to occupy the site, 
It would also be necessary to get from the 
Legislature an act permitting both institu- 
tions to charge an admission fee to their 
buildin 

If the authority to occupy the land is ob- 
tained the Art Institute will require about 
300 feet for its use, and will ultimately erect 
a building east of the Illinois Central tracks, 
connected with the present quarters by « 
bridge. 

All the members of the association agreed 
yesterday that the site directly east of the 
Art Institute is the proper location. 

The Art Institute will join with the Com- 
mercial association in its efforts to secure 
the land east of our building, providing a 
sufficient space for our increasing needs ig 
set aside,” said President Charles I.

Mr. Stillman now makes his home 
‘gn England, whence he speaks to his. coun- 
emen and the world occasionally, but 
Schiefly upon matters concerning art. To 
tthe younger generation, if he is known at 
Fall, it is as an art critic of somewhat dog- 
“matic opinions. Few of his countrymen born 
since the rebellion have known anything 
about his participation in the events nar- 
fated in these “Recollections,” and some 

ot the narration may be news ever to his 
friends. 

The books are embellished with two por- 
traits of whe subject, one painted in the early. 
os and the second nearly forty years later. 
They both show faces typically American, 
the earlier not unlike that of a youthful 
Uncle Sam, but ~enthusiastic and restless.

He 
labors under the belief that there are no or- 
dinary words wherewith to do justice tb that 
variety of official rascal. 

His experiences among the Boers lead him 
to a free use of superlatives in characteriz- 
ing the gentleness and kindness, as well as 
the bravery, of the people whom Great Brit- 
ain has been trying to annihilate.

Japan, who has more at stake than any | 


of the powers, has assumed an attitude 
diplomatically correet. Thé Mikado is evi- 
dently waiting for definite information as to 
Russia's purpose in China. 

Some keen observers of events in the far 
‘Bast do not hesitate to declate that war be- 
tween Russia and Japan is inevitable. War 
Is, it must be admitted, always a possibility 
between Russia and Japan; but the danger in 
the present situation lies deeper than a con- 
flict, probable or possible, between the two 
powers most directly interested in the far 
Bast. This danger is the dismemberment 
of the Chinese Empire, that is likely to begin 
the moment Russia seizes Manchuria. Ger- 
many, France, England, Italy, and Japan 
are likely to claim Chinese territory to com- 
pensate themselves. for what they may con- 
sider a disturbance in the balance of power 
in the far Bast, and, with China parceled 
out among the powers, American commer- 
cial interests may suffer. 

* 

Russia, more than any nation of Europe, 
is menaced by internal and external dan- 
gers. Until a satisfactory solution of the 
far Eastern situation is reached there is a 
constant menace of war with Japan. And 
at home there is the ever present danger of 
revolution. 

The Czar is undoubtedly in a state bordef- 
ing on panic, if all reports from St. Peters- 
burg are to be believed. The recent. dem- 
onstrations of the people compelled him to 


leave St. Petersburg and take up a tem- 


porary residence in Tzarskoe Park, seven- 
teen miles south of his capital. And early 
in the week it was announced that a mine 
had been discovered beneath the palace in 
Tzarskoe Park. 

The Czar’s plight is probably unhappier 
than that of any other monarch in Europe. 
His natural impulse and, in fact, his con- 
stant effort, is to promote many of the re- 
forms demanded by his people. He is re- 
strained and controlled, howéver, by the 
power of the beaurocracy, which really rules 


Russia. And the beaurocracy is under the ; 


control of the reactionary party in Russia. 
Among the chiefs of his bureaus the Czar 
is helpless. They control the army, the 
navy, and the police. They have the entire 
administrative system in their hands. They 
maintain him as the Czar,’ but he is an ab- 
solute ruler in name only. 


Against such a system the people will ever 


be in a state of revolt.

‘the situation. France is taking the lead in 
the twentieth century crusade against the 
power of the Roman Catholic Church, and 
it is in the republic that the Vatican finds 
its most powerful enemy. In France anti- 
clericalism has become an issue of national 
politics so overshadowing that it is cham- 
pioned by the ministry and sustained by 
large majorities in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. 

In Spain the anti-clerical feeling exists only 
in the ranks of the common people. It has 
r ved no governmental sanction.

For years Stephens was the animating 
pi of the Fenian brotherhood; first in. 
and and later in the United States. His 
oed object was to free Ireland from 
eie rule by force of arms, and his work 
of organizing the movement in Ireland in 
1858 showed skill and qualities of leadership 
of a high order. By the year 1865 the move- 
ment had become exceedingly strong in Ire- 
Stephens was made a prisoner, but 
Heé mysteriously escaped, and the British 
eres could find no trace of him until 
ine next year, when he appeared in the 
Tnited States and vainly attémpted to heal 
Whe factional fight in the American branch 
or the society. The Fenians in the United 
Dees at that time numbered at least 80,000. 
Barty in 1866 they began attempting an 
Wed invasion of Canada. One faction 
bought an iron steamer at New York and 
Organized an expedition that was to invade 
Nova Scotia from Bastport, Me.

FOR AN EXPOSITION BUILDING. 

In order that Chicago may have the ex- 
position building of which it has great need 
‘the State is asked to grant to the city the 
Submerged and reclaimed lands lying east 
of the right of way of the IIlinois Central 
between Monroe and Jackson streets ex- 
tended. The bill making this grant, which 
is How before the Legislature, authorizes 
the city to lease the land in question to a 
corporation or association, which shall erect 
mn exposition building, to become the prop- 
erty of the city at the expiration of the 
isase—which must not exceed fifty years— 
or sooner if the cost of the improvements 
bare been defrayed out of the net 
earnings of the building. 

Tt is admitted generally that there ought 


Se be in Chicago a great building where 


there may be held annually such expositions 
on a much grander scale—as were held 
here for many years subsequent to 1873. 
These yearly industrial gatherings will do 
much to increase the trade of the city. 
The building which will house the exposi- 
tions will also accommodate conventions 
and other large public gatherings. 

It ‘is admitted also that nowhere except 
on the lake front can a suitable site for an 
exposition building be found. The location 
must be in the business district, so as to be 
easily accessible from all parts of the city. 
The cost of the necessary ground in that 
istrict would be prohibitory. It is a case 
of the lake front or nowhere. 

Therefore the General Assembly should 
pase this bill, and thus pave the way for the 
Utilization of submerged land which in its 
present condition is of no value to the State 
or anybody else. It may be advisable, how- 
per, so to amend the bill as to compel the 
municipality to reserve to itself in any 
lease it may make of the land in question 
right to cancel that lease if the lessees

in a reasonable time. Such a provision as 
this would make it impossible for some 
rorporation which had not the necessary 
money to secure a lease of this land and hold 
it unimproved for an indefinite period while 
it was seeking to raise the funds. 


THE GOVERNMENT BUILDING MYSTERY. 

It is only fair to the people of Chicago 
that there should be more specific explana- 
tions concerning the changes in the plans 
of the new government building. The peo- 
ple are not satisfied with the incomplete 
statements which have been made on two 
points—one of them in regard to the mono- 
liths and the other the change in the cutting 
of the granite. 

It is manifest that the cost of construc- 
tion will be decreased greatly by the sub- 
stitution of segmental columns for mono- 
liths not merely in the cutting of the stone 
but in the expense of transportation from 
the quarry to the railroad station at Chi- 
eago and through the streets of the city 
to the government building. 

That there were insuperable obstacles in 
the way of the use of monoliths does not 
appear to be true. Hauling them through 
the streets was not one. Any objections 
made by a subordinate city officer would 
have been overruled at once if there had 
been any desire to remove them. ‘There 
was no such desire. The station is but a 
few blocks from the government building. 
The columns could have been moved on 
rollers without injury to the pavements and 
by doing the work at night there would 
have been no interference with traffic. There 
is an apparent disposition in some quar- 
ters to abandon the statement that a change 
which wil affect so seriously the architec- 
tural appearance of the building was made 
That the looks 
of the building will be injured cannot be 
denied. The built-up columns which are to 
be substituted for solid columns are a 
violation of every canon of architecture. It 
is better to have no columns than those which 
are to be erected. No architect will defend 
them. It would be interesting to know ex- 
actly why this change was made. 

This change makes a large saving in cost. 
So also does the change in the method of 
cutting the granite—a saving of many thou- 
sands of dollars. The original specifications 
called for what is known as “ten-cut” 
stone. That is what the contractor obli- 
gated himself to furnish. The government 
officials have released him from that obliga- 
tion—something they have not done in the 
case of other contractors—and allowed him 
to furnish eight-cut stone, which costs 
less. | 

The question is, how much of these sav- 
ings which are to be made docs the gov- 
ernment get. On this point no specific in- 
formation has been supplied as yet. It 
has been stated that the government will 
save something, but it is not yet known 
whether it is to get all or even half of what 
is fo be saved. 

This is a matter to which the experts 
should direct their immediate attention. 
They should give information, detailed and 
precise enough to enlighten not merely the 
general reading public but also the architects 
and builders of Chicago, who at the presen 
moment are much in the dark. | 

The government building is to be artis- 
tically deformed in two respects to save 
money. Nobody knows just where that 
money is to go. It is highly expedient that 
the government experts should say how 
miuch has been saved on account of each of 
these changes and who is to get the money. 
By doing that they will remove a good deal 
of the doubt and apprehension which now 
disturb the minds of disinterested per- 
sons. While it is believed something has 
been allowed the government, it is not 
believed that enough—not even half enough 
—has been allowed it. If the government 
has received as much as one-half, where 
has the other half gone? 

There is no question that the monoliths 
could have been cut and delivered if de- 
sired. There is no question that the con- 
tractor could have been made to furnish 
the more finely dressed stone the specifica- 
tions called for had it been desired. The un- 
settled question is— Who is to get the

WILLIAM AND TOMMY. 

The Emperor William's absurd speech 
to his Grenadier Regiment, in which he 
invoked its aid as a body guard in case 
of another uprising like that of 1848, has 
eaused a sensation in Germany not alone 
because it is foolish but because it might 
he mischievous. It is not surprising that 
the German press almost unanimously con- 
demnus the address and protests against ac- 
cepting the act of an irresponsible epileptic 
as an index of popular feeling. 

The German people make the mistake of 
‘taking their Emperor on all occasions too 
seriously. He is the Sentimental Tommy 
among sovereigns. In whatever situation 
Mr. Barrie’s hero was placed he fancied 
and honestly fancied that he was the center 
of that situation, His environment always 
ran away with his imagination and his 
imagination sometimes ran away with his 
good sense. Tommy, of course, was not 
to blame. His artistic temperament was 
responsible for his posing and his extraor- 
dinary flights of fancy. So when the 
German Emperor found himself at the head 
of the regiment, which stood by the King 
in 1848 and with which is connected the 
late Czar Alexander's name, like Tommy 
he let his imagination run away with him 
and for the time being he saw himself 
the center of another revolution like that 
of 1848, though a revolution is the last 


and a revolution like that of 1848 could not 
occur, as the same conditions do not exist. 
“What a fine fellow I am when I am 
in the air,” said Séntimental Tommy. The 
German Emperor was in the air when he 
gaw the bayonets of the Alexander 
Grenadiers ” repelling the insolent insur- 
gents.” It was only another instance of 
his letting sentiment run away with his 
good sense. William, like Tommy, is “ up 
in the air” quite frequently. 
The principal of one of the

Even people who take no interest in the com- 


petition do not like to see thelr neighbors’ 
premises beautified with flowers and vines 
while their own are bare and ugly, and the 
result is a general “ toning up.“ So, a few 
flower seeds may in the course of time result 
in the beautifying of an entire district. The 
great influence ‘which beaptiful and cleanly 
surroundings have in the direction of pro- 
ducing better citizenship is only beginning 
to be realized. Municipal reformers might 
well give it more of their attention. It costs 
little in either time or money to make the ex- 


periment, and it appeals to the children, who 
are more easily reached and influenced than 


are their elders. 


MARK TWAIN'S APOLOGY. 

The American Board of Foreign Missions 
will not be satisfied with Mark Twain's 
apology to the Chinese missionaries in the 

April number of the North American Re- 
view. The board aud the missionaries will 
be likely to look on it as an aggravation of 
the original offense. 

The board would have displayed more 
worldly wisdom and shown itself more rich- 
ly endowed with apostolic patience and long- 
suffering if it had let Mark Twain alone, sub- 
mitting resignedly to his scoldings. If the 
missionaries had prayed over him, instead 
of asking him for an apology, they would 
have had him at a disadvantage, for he 
knows more of jests than he does of pray- 
ers. Or they might have followed St. Paul's 
advice“ in meekness instructing those that 
oppose themselves.” It is not expedient for 
any one to get into a public controversy with 
a person who is better trained in the use 
of the pen and who can make a strong 
statement of a good cause or who if he have 
the worst side of a case may be able to 
make the majority of readers think it is the 
better side. 

The Board of Foreign Missions ought to 
have been adware of the fact that Mark 
Twain, who thkes so few things serionsly, is 
much worked up over this Chinese matter. 
Were angels to visit him and tell him he 
was mistaken regarding it he could not be 
persuaded. Moreover, it is not unlikely that 
the missionaries in China have—under great 


not in strict accordance with Mark Twain’s 
interpretation of New Testament teachings. 
It was to be expected that he would take 
all possible advantage of any alleged 
deviations from these teachings by the mis- 
‘gionaries. He has done so. Presumably 
he will be asked for no more apologies. 


THE CITY TREASURERSHIP. 

The rival candidates for City Treasurer 
are reputable citizens who have long tuken 
an active part in business and political life 
in this city. Dr. Theodore. J. Bluthardt, 


the Republican nominee, has served the 


public satisfactorily in many important posi- 
tions. Mr. Gunther was an Alderman for 
some years and was a good one. The funds 
of the city will be safe in the hands of 
either of these gentlemen. 

In one respect, however, Dr. Bluthardt 
has a decided advantage over his Demo- 
cratic competitor. A sketch of the life of. 
the latter, printed in a Democratic sheet, 
gives the information that he “served his 
country for three years during the civil war, 
and won a reputation for bravery and de- 
votion to duty.” A person who did not 
know the facts would infer that Mr. Gun- 
ther had been one of the defenders of the 
union and had a claim on the votes of “ old 
soldiers.“ 

The country Mr. Gunther served for three 
- years was the Confederate States. He went 
South to fight its battles. Dr. Bluthardt 
went South also about the same time, but it 
was to fight the confederates. He and Mr. 
Gunther were on opposite sides. The for- 
mer fought to save his country; the latter 
to disrupt it. The former is the man for 
whom the old soldiers will vote. 

Other things being equal, the union sol- 
dier should have the preference over the 
confederate soldier, especially when the lat- 
ter is sailing under false colors as a man who 
“ served his country during the civil war.” 


LEAGUE’S UNSELFISH WORK. 

The final report of the Municipal Voters’ 
league upon the Aldermanic candidates, 
with its definite recommendation as to which 
ones should, in its judgment, be supported 
next Tuesday, speaks for itself. It occn- 
pied four columns in yesterday's Trisunp 
and represents an amount of conscientious 
inquiry such as has only been equaled by 
similar efforts of the same unique body in 
previous years. 

The age, occupation, reputation, and rec- 
ord of the various candidates are succinctly 
given, and in addition the league under- 
takes to indicate in a judicial spirit the ac- 
tion demanded in each contest. Witk seven 
exceptions—where no nominees whatever 
worthy of support were found—the league 
points out for every ward the particular 
candidate which it believes shouid be 
chosen, and gives its reasons. That its 
judgments should be infallible or should be 
satisfactory to all concerned is not to be 
expected. That they represent, however, 
a deliberate, painstaking, and substantially 
reliable effort to subserve the city’s inter- 
ests is not open to question. 

The most salient fact aboat the final rec- 
ommendations is that they include tweniy- 
two Republicans and only six Democrats. 
Whatever confidence Democrats may place 
in the Mayor respecting the traction issue, 
they should, before supporting Democrat- 
ic” Aldermanic candidates in disregard of 
the league’s advice, pondér the charge that 4 
friendly understanding exists between Mr. 
Burke and the traction interests in respect 
to Aldermanic contests. 


AN AID TO COUNTRY TEACHERS. 

Michigan has developed a useful plan for 
bringing teachers and parents into closer 
relations in rural school districts. It is 
an extension of the teachers’ institute idea 
so as to include the parents interested in 
the schools, bringing both together in month- 
ly or annual meetings in which they freely 
discuss educational questions and listen to 
addresses by prominent men. This plan 
was first evolved at Hesperia, Mich., a 
small village, fifteen miles from a railway, 
and under the name of the “ Hesperia 
movement“ it has spread over many coun- 
ties in the region of Grand Rapids. It has 
proved to be such a good thing, both for 
the farmers and for the teachers, that it 
deserves to travel still farther. The move- 
ment is fully described in the April num- 
ber of the American Monthly Review of 
Reviews. 

At present the idea is confined to rural 
schools. It would not be likely to suc- 
ceed in large cities, where the social con- 
ditions are different. The plan consists in 
organizing a county association of teachers 
and patrons, properly officered, to hold meet- 
ings at stated intervals for the considera- 
tion of questions in which both teachers 
and parents are interested. Such meetings 
give wholesome entertainment to the isolat- 
ed farmers and at the same time bring the 
teachers into close relations with the 
parents. Wherever the Hesperia plan has 
been tried it has been found to stimulate 
Jocal pride in good schools. It has not only 


| produced better schoolhouses and yards but

has also improved the grade of teachers 
and raised the literary and educational ideals 
of the community. 

The farmers’ society known as the Grange 
has been an enthusiastic supporter of the 
Hesperia idea in Michigan, and with the 
aid of that organization the movement has 
developed into something between the old 
lyceum and the modern Chautauqua circle. 
The Kent County association, which covers 
the territory around Grand Rapids, has 
modified the original idea by holding guc- 
cessive meetings in different towns. The 
discussion of local subjects is supplemented 
with lectures by outside talent and the as- 

gociation also outlines a reading course for 
its members, By this cooperation the 
teachers are greatly helped in their work 
and the farmers and their wives get a 
glimpse of a new world of thought outside 
of their daily drudgery. The spirit of in- 
terest created in each community is said 
to do much to cheer both teachers and pupils 
in their work. There may be rural teachers 
in Lilinois who when they learn of this 
new idea will endeavor to introduce it in 
their counties. It should work as satisfac- 


torily here as in Michigan.

Tir. Gillette’s Last Curtain Speech. 


William Gillette has bidden the theater- 
@oing public a personal farewell. He is not 
going to quit the stage, but he has spoken 
his last curtain speech. Of all the players on 
the stage Mr. Gillette has communicated the 
least concerning himself to the audiences 
whom he has entertained professionally. An 
adress from him is a thing surprising in 
iteelf.. So it happened on the last night of 
his long Boston engagement a’ week ago that 
‘when his audience understood its applause 
was about to.induce the actor to make a 
Speech the stillness of expectancy settled 
over the house. | 

Although I have no intention of abandon- 
ing dramatic work at once, he said, this is 
positively my last appearance, personally, be- 
fore the curtain of a theater in this country. 
While it is delightful to respond to the com- 
ment of a call and to be the recipient of 
such a compliment, it is a great mistake for 
an actor to yield to the temptation, and I, for 
one, am going to discontinueit. I feel that in 
eEppearing before the curtain, or outside the 
ecenes of the play, I am shattering at one 
low the illusion which not only myself but 
the entire company has been working faith- 
fully to establish.

While Mme. Bernhardt is making money 
in this country on a salary that Mr. Maurice 
Grau is paying either out of his own pockets 

those of his , her theater in Paris 
is in a bad way. The Theater Sarah Bern- 
hardt was leased to her on the condition that 
it should not be closed more than six weeks. 
When she was ready to come to America 
she subleased the theater. The piece, “ La 
Cavaliere, produced there, proved a failure, 
and at the end of three weeks the house was 
obliged to close tts doors. They have not 
been reopened since, and a mighty wail has 
been raised by the proprietors of the cafés 
adjoining the theater. The neighborhood to 
which the playhouse is an adornment is not 
otherwise particularly attractive, and the 
restaurantkeepers moved in for the sake of 
the patronage of the theater audiences. The 
City of Paris draws the rents from the the- 
ater and from the bulk of the adjacent prop- 
erty, and the municipal offictals have been 
expressing their opinion of the actress in no 
Pleasant manner. It is declared she will 
have to pay damages to the business suf- 
ferers and to the city as well. She says she 
will not pay. Under those circumstances 
the outcome ought to be interesting. 

The French players are about to close their 

American tour. The jaunt has been profit- 
able for them personally, but costly to their 
managers. Every engagement, it is said, 
has been at a loss. In Chicago it approx- 
imated $1,000 a week, and on that average 
Mr. Grau and his associates will have to meet 
on the twenty weeks a deficit of $20,000. It 
has been intimated that Mr. Grau was clever 
enough to contribute little more than his 
name to the managerial enterprise, and that 
the real losers will be three or four other 
men of theatrical ambitions and considera- 
ble wealth. 
The gradual lessening in ticket prices has 
been the most diverting development of the 
tour. In New York at the outset it required 
$5 to buy a seat. Many seats in consequence 
never were bought. In Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, and Chicago the amount was lowered 
to $4. Stil the box offices kept unwilling 
possession of a surplus of tickets. In San 
Francisco and New Orleans the price fell to 
$8. The descent was appreciated, but held 
to be not far enough. In New York on Easter 
Monday a farewell week will be begun at 
admission charges of $2. 1

Chicago Orchestra Concert. 7 
The first part of the program offered yes- 
terday afternoon by thé Chicago Orchestra 
contained two works familiar to patrons of 
orchestral concerts—the overture to Spohr’s 
Jessonda and Schubert's C major sym- 


Y novelties. These latter consisted of a tran- 

scription into concerto form of Liszt's Fan- 
tasia and Fugue on the Anabaptist chorale 
from Meyerbeer's Prophet”; an Idyl, 
„ Evening,” by Fibich; and a Capriccio Es- 
pagnol by Rimsky-Korsakow. 

The transcription of the Liszt composition 
has been made by Hugo Kaun, who has thus 
supplied the organ virtuoso with a selection 
that will put the player’s technic to the test, 
but will win the auditor’s applause because 
of the splendid climax with which the work 
ends. In its original form this Fantasia and 
Fugue ranks high among Liszt's original 
compositions, and the scholarliness and skill- 
ful ingenuity which lend it excellence there 
have suffered no loss in Mr. Kaun's hands. 
The orchestral scoring is admirably done, 
being unusually full, sonorous, and finely 
colored. 

The solo part for the organ is intensely 
dificult, but is grateful. because effective, 
and although the middle slow section will 
seem a bit long and dull to the average 
ustener, the fugue, Mr. Middeischulte’s bril- 
Hiant cadenza, and the stirring climax into 
which it leads will invariably suffice to carry 
the work ‘to success. Mr. Middelschulte 
played the number from memory, as he does 
all his concert selections, and with technical 
completeness, a mastery of every part of 
his vast instrument, and with a musician- 
Ship and an emotional warmth that proved 
him an organist of the highest order—one 
worthy to be named among the master play- 


ers. 

The Idyl by the late Bohemian composer, 
Fibich, proved a work of undue length, but 
of an interest beyond the average. It is a
